Andover health authorities 
acted quickly Tuesday to 
retrieve a vial of swine flu vac- 
cine with the lot number used in 
Pennsylvania where three 
elderly persons died after being 
administered shots. 

Neil McDowell, Andov- 
Board of Health Director, said 
the one vial, containing 50 doses 
had been sent to Phillips 
Academy. 

About 3 p.m. Tuesday, state 
health authorities notified the 
Andover office of the lot 


number and that the vaccine 
should not be used pending 
further study. 

McDowell called Dr. Douglas 
Dunbar, a board of health 
member, who went to the 
academy and retrived the vial. 
It was returned to the office in 
town hall stamped and stored in 
the town hall office, 

The three elderly persons 
who died in Pennsylvania, after 
being administered the swine 
flu vaccine, are believed to 
have died from causes not 


related to the immunization. 

But health authorities were 
cautious, some states suspen- 
ding the innoculation program 
and Massachusetts immediate- 
ly stopping distribution of the 
particular lot number of the 
vaccine, manufactured by 
Parke-Davis. 

McDowell emphasized that 
none of the vaccine, numbered 
912 339-A had been ad- 
ministered and that the par- 
ticular vial which had been sent 
to the academy is now marked.

Hewlett-Packard is gradually 
making its entrance into An- 
dover. 

The new plant in the West An- 
dover industrial area is just 
about completed and in the 
process of preparation for open- 
ing. 

Some of the warehouse crews 
have been at the plant, located 
well off River road and near the 
tree-lined banks of the 
Merrimack River, delivering 
materials in anticipation of the 
arrival of employees. 

Bert Dole, who will be in 
charge of the Andover opera- 
tion of the national firm, said 
this week that some employees 
will be arriving at the plant 
within the next couple of weeks. 

It is planned to have about 130 
employees at the outset, with a 
gradual buildup to 400-450 by 
this time next year. 

The timetable established 
over a year ago for construction 
and occupancy of the building is 
about on time. 

Hewlett-Packard announced 
its intent to locate in Andover, 
on property owned by 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance 
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Co., about four years ago. 
Since that time Andover town 
meetings have acted on the ap- 
propriation of funds to provide 
a trunk sewer line to the in- 
dustrial area and negotiations 
have been carried out between 
the town, Arkwright and H-P on 
such matters as aiding the town 


with funding procedures and 
protection of conservation land 
near the plant site. 

The building and parking lot 
is at the end of a boulevard type 
entrance road which has been 
planted with trees and shrubs. 

The plant itself is surrounded 
by trees.

Within a month we had a group 
together, discussed how we 
wanted to approach the problem, 
set up some tasks and time tables 
and moved with it. We began 
meeting with professionals in the 
community and put together a 
public Forum in August at which 
over 100 people attended. We now 
have gotten 30 new people who 
are going to be active par- 
ticipants in future work. That’s 
Terrific!” 

‘‘More importantly through our 
coordination we got protective 
services, police, doctors, 
teachers, and lawyers working 


together, and we got much need- * 


ed information out to the public. 
Hopefully we helped a lot of kids 
and their parents through this ef- 
fort. 

Robert Murphy Community 
Representative and staff to the 
Council pointed out that ‘‘We 
have openings in Chapter 766 The 
Special Education Law, in 
Legislative information and lob- 
bying, and public relations.”’ 

‘We also need people who can 
help make decisions on needed 
programs in the area such as 24 
hour emergency services, day 
care, programs for handicapped 
and retarded youth, shelter 
facilities for families in crisis.

The ‘‘critical need for unity 
among municipal officials’ as

AFS Students Report 


By Walter Hunt 


Much ado was made recently in 
the Lawrence Eagle-Tribune, 
about the High School being a so- 
called ‘cultural wasteland”’. 

This remark and argument 
thereunto, was made by School 
Committeeman Frank Griggs. 
His statement indicated that the 
curriculum and supplemental ac- 
tivities were insignificant outside 
of the field of athletics. There is, 
however, at least one program 
that is an effective counter- 
argument to this thesis: the ef- 
forts of the American Field Ser- 
vice, an international student ex- 
change program that sends An- 
dover students (usually one or 
two) abroad, and provides for an 
equal number of foreign students 
to come to Andover. 

Recently, this reporter ob- 
tained an interview with the two 
students that spend this past 
summer abroad through AFS — 
Robyn Marciano and Diane 
Syiek, both seniors. Each of them 
had astory to tell, to wit: 

Robyn Marciano went to 
Finland — more specifically, a 
location known as Laitila, pop- 
ulation of about 6,000. She was 
with a typical AFS family of 
young parents and three young 
children, the oldest of which was 
six. Her ‘‘father’’-(the orienta- 
tion of the program is toward 
adoption of the host family as 
one’s true family) spoke English, 
and tried to aid her in learning 
Finnish, which by her own admis- 
sion, is one of the more difficult 
of languages; yet she developed a 
vocabulary and spoke with a 
dearth of grammar, using hand 
signals and non-verbal ex- 
pressions, cultivating what was 
termed ‘‘telegram Finnish.”’ The 
language barrier, she believes, is 
one of the more difficult barriers 
to hurdle — misunderstanding, 
and “always doing everything 
wrong”, it was ‘‘constantly im- 
portant. .to renew my self- 
confidence.” 

‘The Finns are a very unique 
group of people.’’ Finland, itself 
did not truly exist as an entity un- 
til 1919, yet the Finns have been 
under the dominion of the Swedes 
and the Russians for several cen- 
turies, and have been traded 
back and forth more frequently 
than Baltic Avenue in an average 
Monopoly game. As a result, they 
have developed a unique culture 
and language, apart from, though 
influenced by, both the Slavic and 
Germanic traditions of the two 
bordering nations. 

Robyn emphasized that this,

and the hardships of an extreme- 
ly unfriendly nature in winter, 
has created a sort of exterior 
shell that makes the Finns a 
reserved people, though this is 
only superficial. The distinction 
between ‘‘acquaintance’’ and 
“friend’’ is very clearly defined, 
yet the ‘‘friends”’ (her family and 
relatives among them) were 
very close, though the friendship 
was quite brief, not much over 
two months, a fraction of a 
lifetime during which one person 
and another group with different 
traditions, a different language, 
and a country roughly the size of 
New Mexico overlap — after the 
United States, it seemed 
everything had been diminuated. 
The largest city in Finland has 
fewer people in it than Boston — 
in fact, the entire population of 
Finland is just half of New 
York's 

Despite this, cultural exchange 
was a success: the one who most 
benefitted by the program was 
Robyn Marciano, who called it 
“definitely the best experience of 
my life.”’ 

Diane Syiek went to Argentina, 
a city named Formosa, not far 
from the famed Gran Chaco. 
That city is at approximately the 
same latitude as Palm Beach, 
Florida — but on the opposite 
side of the equator, and it was 
winter in that hemisphere, affor- 
ding Diane the opportunity to at- 
tend school there, and further af- 
fording her to make a com- 
parison between theirs and ours. 

School is between 8 and noon, 
with classes in a rigid 
curriculum. The choice is 
between schools, instead: 
vocational, commercial 
(business) and national. She 
attended the third, the academic 
institution. After a few weeks she 
began to understand most of 
what was said, although the dif- 
ficulty was with the rapidity with 
which the language of Spanish 
was spoken rather than the 
language itself. 

The Argentinians, by Diane’s 
description, seem at a very 
counterpoint to the Finns. She 
found it hard to accustom herself 
to the custom, for instance, of the 
traditional greeting — kissing —

ing in this country and in Argen- 
tina was the fact that Argentina 
was, and is, in a state of political 
and social turmoil, and under the 
administration of a military 
regime.

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WASHINGTON - The United 
States had a secret spat with 
Mexico earlier this year over il- 
legal aliens. Here are the back- 
stage details: 

: There are between six and 
# eight million illegal aliens in this 
s country today. The Immigration 
% Service calls them “illegals.” 
# About 60 per cent of them 
# came from Mexico. They came 
# here, as our own forefathers did, 
in search of a better life. But un- 
fortunately, their presence has 
stirred up resentment. They are 
willing to work for low wages. 
Therefore, they have taken jobs 
from U.S. citizens. 

In the past, the Immigration 
Service rounded up these illegal 
aliens and simply dumped them 
on the Mexican border. But this 
year, immigration officials 

~decided to try a more humane 
experiment. They also reasoned 
that the illegals would be less 
likely to return to the United 
States if they were repatriated 
close to their homes. 

So the Immigration Service 
hired a small charter airline 
company to fly the illegals back 
into the interior of Mexico, 
rather than releasing them at 
the border. 

This upset the Mexican 
government, which had not been 
notifed. So Mexican officials, un- 
derstandably, refused to cooper- 
ate. The State Department sent

After the law was 
passed, Mrs. Davis began to 
recuperate. She is still very 
much alive. 

Meanwhile, old Strom, without 
ever expecting a word of praise, 
least of all from us, was so 
moved by her situation that he 
drafted another bill. This would 
prevent such cruelty from ever 
happening again to the hundreds 
of other elderly Americans who 
also have loved ones buried on 
what is now military land.

yauthered used furniture, card-: 


hoard, paper, plastic, aluminum 
and gold foil, and light bulbs. He 
fashioned objects that suggest 
traditional church appointments 

a throne chair, pulpits, stan- 
dard, and offertory tables — 
while the purpose of other pieces 
is nol known. 

In spite of his lack of training, 
Hampton was guided by an in- 
nate sense of design and 
svminetry. Each unit is one of a 
pair, each has an assigned place 
on cither side of the central 
throne chair, While his layout of 
The Throne is orderly, Hampton 
left no explanation of its sym- 
holism. He apparently derived 
many of is ideas from the Book of 
Revelation. 

Labels on the objects point to 
the basie scheme: to the left of 
the throne chair, objects refer to 
the New Testament, Jesus 
Christ, and Grace; to the right, 
the system is based on the Old 
Testament, Moses, and Law. 
Tags attached to many objects 
record the dates and descriptions 
ol Itampton’s specific visions.

‘“‘primary’’ grades one through. 
three, and a minimum of four 
assignments per week in the 
“intermediate” grades four to 
six. The emphasis in the latter 
is also to be on language arts 
and math, though assignments 
may be made in social studies 
and science when appropriate. 
Long-term projects may also be 
given at the teacher’s discre- 
tion. 

At the junior high level, time 
guidelines were established, 
with Grade 7 pupils to be 
assigned 15 to 20 minutes of 
hmework per class; Grade 8, 20 
to 25 minutes and Grade 9, 25 to 
30 minutes. High school 
students will be assigned 30 to 
45 minutes, 

The new policy implementa- 
tion guidelines, presented by 
Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott, also suggest 
that homework be assigned 
primarily on Monday through 
Thursday nights. Teachers are 
to assess all homework, and 
quarterly report cards will in-

concepts to the exclusion of all 
others. She observed that three- 
year-olds for example, are keen- 
ly pleased in finding things in 
their place. If children of three 
are surrounded by order, that is 
by-an environment in which there 
is a place for everything and 
everything in its place, they 
develop a ‘‘sense of order.’’ It is 
the same with other developmen- 
tal needs in the child. When the 
child is psychologically attuned 
to learn because of peak 
readiness learning takes place 
with maximum efficiency. 

A child also most easily learns 
the ground rules of human 
behavior between 2% and 6 
years. These years can be con- 
structively devoted to 
‘‘civilizing’’ the child — freeing 
him through the acquisition of 
good manners and habits to take 


clude marks for homework. The 
teacher may request parents’ 
signatures in the mark. 

The overall homework scene 
will be monitored by the ad- 
ministration, and Westcott will 
report to the committee at the 
first meetings in December and 
April. One of the things he will 
be looking for, he said, is that 
assigned homework relate to 
what is being studied. 
Homework is intended to be 
reinforcement of what is being 
learned in class, he said, not 
new learning. 

Olesen said he’d be the ‘‘first 
to admit that the original 
procedures were ‘‘rather ex- 
cessive,’ but spoke up for a 
gradual progression of time for 
homework, beginning in the 
first grade. 

Unfortunately, he said, 
minimums usually end up as 
the rule, not the exception. 

“IT have no doubt the new 
procedures are more 
manageable,’’ Griggs added. 
‘‘They’re practically non- 
existent.” 

He called the new policy ‘‘a 
radical deviation from the 
previous one,’’ whose object, he 
said, was to instill the habit of 
homework at a very early age. 
The consistency of a few 
minutes per night, he said, 
should be an accepted part of 
school life. 

He concluded that the new 
procedures offer ‘‘no habit- 
forming possibilities. You can’t 
create a habit if it’s on an inter- 
mittent basis.” 

Westcott siad that consisten-

He also hoped that 
teachers would assign more 
homework if the parents re- 
quested it. 

Griggs concluded that it was 
an ‘‘innocuous policy,’’ and said 
they should have at least ‘‘put 
something into it beside baby 
teeth.”’
